I will state that I do agree 
that something should be done 
to.alleviate the pollution and 
high bacteria count at the lake. 
Put the blame where it 
belongs, not on the geese! 

‘There used to be a pipe that 
drained into the lake at the 
corner where the Pier is now. 
The water was yucky, slimy, 
tc, When the playground was 
installed it also aggravated the 
ground saturation system of 
the old Mildred Rogers School. 

The bacteria counts have 
been traditionally and consis- 
tently higher at the Town 
beach area over samples at 
Baby beach; check the 
records, 

When you have e-coli bacte- 
ria in the water that is indica- 
tive of a warm blooded animal, 
not cold blooded Canada 
Geese. 

In order for the geese to be a 
severe problem they would 
have to number in the hun- 
dreds, yet there have been only 
a few this summer and for the 
past several summers. 

I do agree that they shouldn't 


be fed as they will tend to lose 
their natural fear of humans 
and it is a town law. 

There are two underground 
springs that feed the lake 
which is why there is a runoff 
under Route 38 which is always 
draining except in the most 
severe drought conditions. 

I am sure that Mr. Hartzel is 
thoroughly competent in his 
field, which is water manage- 
ment systems, not wildlife biol- 
ogy.

The poor kid 
barely had enough energy to 
stand for the entire recess never 
mind staving off 60 pounds 
worth of angry kid from slam- 
ming into his forearm eighty 
times over the course of a 
recess, so the unwritten Red 
Rover etiquette was not to tar- 
get Robbie.

The star of Red Rover, in my 
school, was a kid named 
Lunchmeat. Lunchmeat was 
not fast by any measurable 
standards, but he was big and 
mean. By fourth grade he was 
6'1" and 250 pounds. By sixth 
grade he had a five-o'clock 
shadow and was able to pur- 
chase alcohol without being 
carded. 

When it came to Red Rover, he 
never ran for the opponents’ 
arms - he ran straight at the 
chest of a kid on the opposing 
team. Nine times out of ten the 
targeted kid would panic from 
seeing this Neanderthal-looking 
freak running straight for him 
and would break from the line 
without even being touched. 

The only effective strategy to 
use against Lunchmeat was to 
put as much space as possible 
between your team and his. 
The opposing team would go 
ahead and call Lunchmeat, 
who'd break out of his line and 
subsequently collapse from 
exhaustion before reaching the 
other team. 

Lunchmeat turned out to be 
one of those kids who peaked 
early as far as athletics go. In 
addition to his vaunted Red 
Rover skills, he was the best 
kickball player my elementary 
school has ever seen; a virtual 
celebrity for six years. I'm not 
kidding. He'd kick a home run 
every single time he got up to 
the plate and then he’d do a 
slow jog around the bases in his 
brown corduroy pants while the 
ball bounced around on Route 
93 - in Somerville. He would 
finish rounding the bases and 


the state to see him play. 

Unfortunately for him, Red 
Rover and kickball tend to lose 
popularity as you move up in 
the educational system. There 
is no varsity Red Rover team at 
the high school level and there 
are no Big Ten colleges recruit+ 
ing all-star kick-ballers.

Lunchmeat tried soccer, but 
he tended only to be good for 
about one kick per day. He also 
gave fodtball a try, but alas, it 
was a Sport requiring move- 
ment and stamina. 

Perhaps the most dangerous 
of all elementary school games 
was Dodgeball. Dodgeball was 
truly insidious, because it was 
played in gym class under the 
"supervision" of the gym 
teacher and participation was 
required.

"Then why are those criss- 
cross lines imprinted all over 
your stupid face?!" 

Then I'd have no choice but to 
leave the middle area. 

There was, we found out in our 
seventh grade phys-ed class, 
one step up from Dodgeball. 

Bombardment! 

The gym teacher had the 
whole-class spread out and 
standing against the walls of 
the gym on Bombardment day. 
He'd walk into the center of the 
gym and empty a bag full of 
Dodgeballs and then run like 
the dickens for cover. 

With a legitimate fear of death 
urging us on, the whole class 
would dash towards the center’ 
to grab a ball. If you were quick 
enough, you got a hold of a ball 
to hurl at any one else in the, 
class. If you were a tad too 
slow, you found yourself quickly 
turning tail only to get nailed 
right in the back of the head. 

Bombardment was a beautiful 
chaos. Within seconds of 
balls being dumped out of the’ 
bag, noses were bleeding and 
thick-rimmed eyeglasses were 
flying through the air all over 
the place. 

Those were good times.

Smallpox was a 
problem in 1780 
Wilmington 


In 1780 Wilmington was a 
small town of less than 700 peo- 
ple, all of whom were engaged 
in the serious business of mak- 
ing a living while inflation 
wracked the land. The inflation 
was being caused by the 
Revolution then being fought 
against their mother country - 
England. 

There were four school, the 
north, south, east and west. 
The schools operated only dur- 
ing the winter season, and were 
for boys only. Girls, if they were 
to learn to read did so at the 
family hearth. 

As far as is known there were 
no Dame Schools. There was 
one in Billerica. A Dame School 
was a place operated by an edu- 
cated woman where girls could 
learn to read and write. 

It is possible that Mrs. 
Dorothy Morrill could read and 
write. she was the wife of the 
minister, and her father was the 
minister in Billerica. Possibly 
Dorothy had attended the 
Dame School. There is a docu- 
ment in the state archive which 
may have been written by 
Dorothy. 

Generally speaking, though, 
when a woman was required to 
attest to a document she did so 
by making a mark, as it was 
called - an x, really written by 
someone else, but with the lady 
also having her hand on the 
quill 

Such was the case of the 
widow Abigail Beard. She had, 
a year earlier, signed a docu- 
ment with an “x.” 

To tell the story of that docu- 
ment means that the story of 
smallpox should be told. 


Small pox no longer exists, in 
this world. It is now twenty five 
years since the World Health 
Organization proclaimed that 
the last case had been cured, 
and the world would longer 
have fo suffer from that dis- 
ease, 

Most of those alive today have 
been inoculated, as a young 
person, against the small pox. 
The inoculation was adminis- 
tered before the time of enter- 
ing school or kindergarten, and 
in effect, the results of the work 
of an English man of some 175 
or 185 years ago by the name of 
Jenner. He had noticed that 
women who milked cows never 
suffered from small pox, They 
had been exposed to a milder 
form of the disease - cow pox, 
and were immune to small pox. 

One hundred years prior to 
that, the small pox was being 
prevented in part, by inocula- 
tion with a virus of the disease. 
‘To tell of that is to tell of the 
family of the Rev. Cotton 
Mather, and Dr. Zabdiel 
Boylston, both of Boston. 

The first small pox, in 
Massachusetts, was responsible 
for the killing of thousands of 
aboriginal inhabitants - called 
Indians by the white men. It 
may well have been earlier, but 
about 1615 or 1616 there were 
thousands who were killed, 
from an infection that came 
from someone fishing smack in 
what is now Gloucester harbor, 
or from a French exploring ves- 
sel, from Canada, or some 
English vessel, or otherwise. 
The red men died by the thou- 
sands. When the Puritans land- 
éd a few years later there were’ 
nly a few still alive, in what is 
flow Eastern Massachusetts. 
fMassasoit, Chief of the 


Wampanoags, signed a treaty . 


with the Pilgrims in 1621. As he 
id so he is reported to have 
said; “Englishmen, take the 
land, for none is left to occupy 
it. The Great Spirit ... has 
$wept its people from the face 
of the earth.” 
;Small pox, or some other 
plague of the white man, had 
faken its toll of the Wampanoag 
Indians. 
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Not that the Indians were 
alone, in suffering form small 
pox. The white settlers, too, 
died from the disease. IN the 
cemetery beside the 
Congregational Church in 
Wilmington are gravestones 
telling of the death of four 
Harnden children, in the early 
days of August, 1737. They all 
died within a period of eight 
days. 

Probably they died from small 
pox. Possibly the cause was 
some other affliction, for there 
were “other “diseases in those 
days which killed off the popu- 
lation. 

Sometime a=fter 1700 the Rev. 
Cotton Mather of Boston 
learned that in Turkey people 
were being inoculated against 
the small pox, by being exposed 
to the virus, scratched into the 
skin with a pin point. 

About 1720 the Rey. Mr. 
Mather proposed that the peo- 
ple of boston be so inoculated. 

The people of Boston did not 
take kindly to the suggestion. If 
a person was inoculated with 
the small pox virus he might or 
he might not live. If he did, he 
never got the disease, but the 
cure was almost as bad as the 
bite. 

The provincial legislature 
soon passed laws, preventing 
inoculation with small pox 
virus. 

In 1721 there was an epidemic 
of small pox. This was five 
years after the Rev. Mr. Mather 
had begun to preach about 
inoculation as a safeguard. 
Cotton convinced Dr. Boylston, 
but he was alone among the 
physicians of Boston. A real 
controversy arose, among the 
physicians. The records may be 
found in the archives of the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

Cotton Mather inoculated his 
son against small pox, and two 
black slaves. The Rev. Increase 
Mather, who was president of 
Harvard, and the father of 
Cotton, took the past of his son, 
as did several other clergymen. 

Many other clergymen 
protested, loudly. To inoculate, 
they said, was to violate God’s 
law for man. They were joined 
by many physicians. Someone 
threw a bomb through the win- 
dow of the home of the Rev. 
Cotton Mather. 

The law, in the statehouse, 
against inoculation held. It was 
thus in Massachusetts during 
the years of the Revolution. 

In 1778 small pox again made 
its appearance, Among those 
affected was the family of John 
Jaquith, Jr., husband and wife. 
John lived on what is now 
Aldrich, Road, or on Forest 
Street, near the present 
Episcopal Church. He was a 
cousin of Deacon Benjamin 
Jaquith, who lived nearby and 
was the first selectman of 
Wilmington. John had an 
important part in the military 
affairs of the town, and served 
on the committee on Safety and 
Correspondence, a committee 
of great importance. 

When John died some years 
later, he was known as Major 


John Jaquith 
There was quite a lively town 
meeting. Major Timothy 


Walker, who was the town trea- 
surer, was the Moderator. 

The town meeting was asked 
if the- town should inoculate, 
and as the record has it, “it 
past in the Negative.” There 
would be no inoculation in 
Wilmington. 

The town then voted to “use 
their utmost endeavours” to 
prevent the spreading of “small 
pox” at “this season of ye year.” 
Then it voted to prosecute any 
“manner of persons that shall 
willfully or carelessly be 
Instrumental of Spreading the 
Small pox in this Town; either 
by Inoculation or nay other way

Finally, came the vote to in 
effect ostracize the family of 
John Jaquith, Jr. 

Eight or nine months later 
small pox was again debated in 
town meeting. The discussion 
this time was whether or not 
the town should build a house 
for people with small pox. 
Other towns had such a house. 
It was called a “pest house.” 
Wilmington had none. The town 
voted against having such a 
house. 

Then it was discovered that 
the town meeting vote was not 
valid. The constable, by law, 
was supposed to “warn” the 
inhabitants of a town meeting, 
and this, it was said, had not 
been done properly. 

On January 12, 1779, Reuben 
Butters being the Moderator, 
the town again voted in the neg- 
ative, for a small pox house. 

Ten days later small pox was 
discovered, in the family of 
Jacob and Abigail Beard 

The Beard family, had started 
in Billerica, and had operated a 
mill on the Shawsheen River. 
they lived in the part of 
Wilmington which is the 
“thumb” on the modern maps 
and along Lake Street. The late 
Harold Melzar used to say his 
home was built by a Beard in 
1744, 

But the family of Jacob and 
Abigail Beard did not occupy 
such a home. They were, they 
said, “under poor circum- 
stances in the World” and thus 
unable to provide for them 
selves, in their extremity, and 
“do cast ourselves and what lit- 
tle estate we have in this world 
upon your care and provi- 
dence.” Abigail, for her part, 
signed the paper with a mark. 

The records are not entirely 
clear. No death of Jacob Beard 
is to be found recorded, but 
clearly someone did die, for 


September 13, 1779 the town 
meeting voted Major Timothy 
Walker be “authorized and 


appointed to settle the affair 
with the Widow Beard, in 
regard to the small pox, and to 
adjust all agcounts and pay the 
same.” 

Then, on November 15 the 
town voted that the sum of 266 
pounds be assessed “to pay all 
the charges of the small pox..” 

It never did vote to allow the 
family of John Jaquith to leave 
their home, or to allow people 
to visit them 

But, in 1780 John Jaquith was 
again in the town meeting, and 
he was voted a tithing man, in 
wilmington, along with Peter 


Cornell, Jr. and James 
Pearson. Evidently he had 
recovered.

He was fascinated and 
the homeowner, Robert Smith; a 
GI just back from World War II, 
took him through and showed him 
around. ~ Estabrook spent that 
long, Cold winter learning genetics 
and breeding under the tutelage of 
Smith. 

In 1952, Estabrook finished high 
school and enlisted in the Air 
Force. Four years with the Air 
Force prepared him for his career 
in electronics, the majority of 
which was -spent- with IBM. 
Armed services, career, marriage 
to Rita, and three children (a 
daughter and two sons) took him 
far away from his hobby. But fate 
brought it back to him. 

In 1968 while eating at an outside 
table of a fast food restaurant, a 
homing pigeon found Estabrook. 

“He came right up to us and

‘That was all it took; he was back 
into birding. He began entering 
homing pigeon races and building 
up his contacts.

His arti- 
cles have been published in 
national and international pigeon 
magazines and are featured 
prominently on the International 
Modena Club website. 

Upon his retirement several 
years ago, he created Flights of 
White a a way to share his love of 
birds with others.

Bird releases during a funeral 
are especially touching. A single 
bird is released representing the 
soul of the dearly departed soar- 
ing toward the heavens. Three 
birds representing the Holy 
Trinity then join with the first and 
journey skyward together. 

Each ceremony is accompanied. 
with inspirational music, general- 
ly “I'll Lead You Home” as per- 
formed by Michael Smith. 

“We perform the ceremonies in 
as professional a manner as possi- 
ble,” Estabrook stresses. 

With the very rare exception of 
the release he provided to Holy 
Cross College, Estabrook stays 
within 25 miles of Wilmington. 
‘The birds, he says, can handle far 
longer distances easily, but 
Estabrook doesn’t want to stray 
much farther away. 

“This is not really a business, it’s 
a hobby,” Estabrook said. “This 
pays for the feed and I'm happy to 
share this with people. This is 
generally the least expensive 
aspect of a wedding, but it’s the 
one thing that no one ever for- 
gets.”

Crystal Commons 
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in December 2004 to support the 
Wilmington Housing 
Partnership's decision to dis- 
approve the project. The 
plans have undergone signifi- 
cant changes since then. This 
time, Crystal Commons will 
go before the Board with the 
Housing Partnership's 
approval. 

The first Crystal Commons 
proposal consisted of three 
buildings with a total of 153 
condominium units. The pro- 
posal presented to the Board 
of Selectmen in December 
consisted of 128 condominium 
units in two three-story build- 
ings. The current plans show 
100 condominium units in two 
three-story buildings plus 
eight townhouses on the 11.7- 
acre site. The site includes 
roughly 6 buildable acres, 
resulting in a yield of approx- 
imately 18 units per buildable 
acre. 

The townhouses will be 
located along the Floradale 
Avenue side of the property, 
with driveways accessed by 
Floradale Avenue. A number 
of Floradale residents had 
opposed the three-story build- 
ing originally slated for that 
area of the property, which 
they felt would loom over 
their single-family homes 
The new proposed location of 
townhouses is meant to pro- 
vide a transition from the 
existing single-family homes 
on Floradale to the two story 
wood frame townhouses, and 
finally to the larger condo- 
minium buildings. 

The developer has embraced 
that spirit of transition fur- 
ther, by “stepping” the condo- 
minium building located clos- 
est to the townhouses from 
two stories to three. 

Underground parking has 
been eliminated -from the pro- 
posal, reducing the number of 
parking spaces from a total of 
306 to 201 for the-eondomini- 
um units and two spaces each 
for the townhouses. ‘ 

The developer has retained 
the services of Vanasse 
Hangen & Brustlin, Ine. 
(VHB) to perform a traffic 
‘study of the area. VHB will 
analyze the impacts of the 
project at five surrounding 
intersections. The town will 


have the opportunity to hife a 
traffic consultant, paid for' by 
the developer, to perform a 
peer review of VHB's find- 


ings. J 
Additionally, VHB will work 
with the MBTA to provide a 
safe method for pedestrians 
to travel between Crystal 
Commons and the commuter 
rail platform. ; 
Twenty-five percent of the 
units will be deemed afférd- 
able pursuant with guidelines 
set by — MassHousing. 
According to numbers avail- 
able in December 2004, 
affordable units will likely. be 
priced in the range of $145,000 
to $165,000 and the market 
rate units may be priced with- 
in the range of $300,000 to 
$400,000. ; 
Tambone Investment Group 
did not return a call for com 
ment, but they are expected 
to file with the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals for its mid 
September meeting. 
Wilmington's Town Center. is 
poised to experience a num 
ber of projects in the very 
near future. The property 
directly across Route 38 from 
the Crystal Commons site, 
which housed a hardware 
store for many years before 
the structure burned down, ‘is 
permitted for a mixed-ube 
structure to include resiqeh- 
tial and commercial units. 
Additionally, a 2.8 acre papel 
of land directly behind she 
Bank of America on Main 
Street may soon be the loca- 
tion of Rotary Park Estates. 
Rotary Park Estates would 
consist of 21 condominium 
units within four buildings 
accessed by Olsen Street, 
which runs between 
Wilmington’s Post Office and 
the former fire station. The 
proposal has a continued jiub- 
lic hearing scheduled to take 
place during the Planriing 
Board's August 16th meetihg 
An over 55-age restridled 
condominium developnient 
slated to be built-less than a 
mile from the Town Center on 
the Yentile Farm property is 
currently going through the 
building permit process and 
could potentially have founda- 
tions in before winter.

He wasn't having any part 
of boys sitting with girls on his 
bus. 

On the night of the senior 
prom Mr. Kelley’s car broke 
down. But when students 
o,ered help, he wouldn’t allow 
it. “he, kids had to get home, 
because they had a track meet 
the next day!

14-year old 
cheerleader dies 


following stunt 


Cause of death 


not yet determined

TEWKSBURY - A 14-year old 
Medford cheerleader died on 
Tuesday following a routine 
stunt at Tewksbury’s East Elite 
Cheer Gym. 

Ashley Burns was thrown into 
the air and was caught by four 
other cheerleaders during the 
afternoon practice. Witnesses 
state that Burns did not hit the 
floor. 

"She landed, she didn’t feel 
good," Tewksbury Police Chief 
Alfred Donovan said during a 
press conference. "We're not 
sure what her injuries are or 
whether she had a pre-existing 
condition." 

Burns was up and talking fol- 
lowing the incident, but was 
complaining of discomfort in 
the abdominal area. She 
thought that she had had the 
wind knocked out of her. Her 
condition deteriorated quickly 
in an ambulance as it trans- 
ported her to Saints Memorial 
Hospital in Lowell.

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Women’s Olympic hopefuls 


Great hockey talent 
comes to Ristuccia

Some of the most talented 
women’s hockey players in 
the country have come 
together at Ristuccia Rink in 
Wilmington in preparation for 
the 2006 Olympic Trials. 
These women range in age 
from high school standout to 
Olympic veteran, but that 
such a practice can come 
together is a testament on 
how far woman’s hockey has 
come along in the last decade. 

This program is run by Paul 
Kennedy, a Woburn resident. 
Kennedy is the head coach of 
Cushing Academy’s girls, 
hockey team, and has been 
involved in the sport for more 
than 15 years. He says that 
he started this program up 
because he noticed that 
women’s players generally 
have trouble getting ice time. 

“There no place for (girls) 
to play,” he said, “I just start- 
ed it up to get them to just 
keep playing.” 

Kennedy started the pro- 
gram a year ago. He saw the 
success of it and decided with 
his daughter Courtney to get 
all the elite college players 
together into one place. 

“We wanted to put one thing 
together for elite high school 
players, college players, and 
national players to come play 
at a high level,” Courtney 
Kennedy said. 

Paul Kennedy says it wasn’t 
difficult to get the word out. 
Some players are from the 
local area, but they also come 
all the way from Michigan. 

“We spread it through word 
of mouth,” he said. “People 


know’me. Last year we had 
forty players and this year we 
have forty plus. They do it six 
hours a week for ten weeks. 
That’s a lot of ice. Most peo- 
ple don’t do that.” 

Many of the participants in 
this program were on the 2002 
Olympic Team that took 
home the silver medal in Salt 
Lake City. Shelley Looney 
was a part of that team and 
the 1998 team that won gold in 
Nagano. She said that 
women’s hockey really took 
off after the 1998 team won 
gold. 

“You saw a big jump after 
the ‘98 Olympics. Hockey is 
very addicting when you get 
to watch it.” 

Courtney Kennedy says that 
the times have really changed 
since she was a young player. 

“There are a lot more girls 
playing on girls teams. When 
I was growing up I only 
played on boys teams.” 

Julie Chu was also a mem- 
ber of the 2002 team. At the 
age of 19, she was one of the 
youngest players on the team. 
Now 23 and a star at Harvard, 
she says that the 2002 
Olympiés was an event ‘she 
never will forget? 

“It was one of the greatest 
experiences of my life,” she 
said. “It's an honor to be able 
to represent your country.” 

The 2006 Olympics will be 
played in Torino, Italy. The 
two favorites are considered 
to be the U.S. and Canada. 

“Canada is our big rival,” 
Chu said. “We've been bat- 
tling them since 199. We 
really push each other every 
year to make sure we don't 


become complacent.” 

However, as women’s hockey 
becomes more of global 
sport, other countries have 
started to jump into the pic- 
ture more and more. 

“It’s always been U.S. vs. 
Canada, but Finland and 
Sweden are creeping closer,” 
said Jamie Hagerman, a for- 
mer Harvard player. 

So what is the future of 
women’s hockey? Will it go 
the way of women’s softball, 
which just got dropped from 
the 2008 Olympics? Or will it 
go the way of women’s bas- 
ketball, which has many rec- 
ognizable players and coach- 
es and has its own profession- 
al league? Kathleen Kauth, a 
former player at Brown hop- 
ing to make the 2006 team, 
hopes it’s the latter. 

“I would hope it would be 
something like basketball,” 
she said. “I would hope to get 
more good coaches like Paul. 
The top level talent is good 
but there just isn’t any 
depth.” 

Paul Kennedy also hopes 
that women’s hockey keeps 
expanding, and believes the 
answer. begins with women 
taking the reigns over from 
the men. 

“Women’s hockey has been 
the fastest growing part of 
USA Hockey. I'm hoping it 
keeps going that way. The 
trick is to get the right women 
involved. You got to get the 
guys out and the girls 
involved, and I think we're a 
few years away from that.”

You can’t get much more

They needed to 
win the next two games to stay 
in the tournament. As all great 
teams do, the Lightning rose to 
the occasion to make it to the 
Sweet 16.

Carolina 7-3. 

In the Sweet 16, it was a do-or- 
die situation. They won in a 
nail-biter, 5-4, over the St.

In a very 
thrilling game, the Lightning 
pulled off an amazing come- 
from-behind victory over the 
New jersey Titans. This win 
secured a spot in the Final 
Four, the second consecutive 
year the Lightning had made it 
that far. 

Unfortunately, they would not 
go any further as they fell to 
Team Easton (Orlando), 6-2. 
Things would not improve in 
the constellation game as they 
suffered a tough loss to the 
West Florida Young Guns, 6-5. 

“The main goal coming into 
this year was to win the cham- 
pionship,” said Morlani. “Last 
year, it was to make it to the 
Sweet 16. It was almost disap- 
pointing this year because our 
expectations were so high.” 

“We went in thinking repeat,” 
said Wallace. “But we knew it 
would be really hard to win it 
twice.” 

Seeing as how it was the sec- 
ond year they had traveled to 
play nationally, they had differ- 
ent feeling towards approach- 
ing the tournament. z 

“We-knew what-tp expect 
coming in,” said Wallace. “I 
wasn't as nervous as last time.” 

Morlani made one observa- 
tion very quickly into the tour- 
ney. 
“This year the kids were a lot 
bigger. Last year we were big- 
ger, but I guess they caught up 
to us. These kids were big, fast, 
and they hit the ball well. And 
we saw a few that threw fairly 
well to, with good off-speed 
stuff.” 

On a personal level, both saw 
improvement in the statistical 
categories. Wallace pitched a

“I hit pretty well for average, 
better than last year,” said 
Wallace. 

As for Morlani, he was the 
starting centerfielder but had 
to take over as catcher when 
the normal starting catcher 
dislocated his fingertip and had 
to sit out two games. Morlani 
was flawless behind the plate, 
and was great in center when it 
was time to resume his normal 
position. At the plate, he batted 
400 and his play earned him 
All-American, All-Tournament 
honors, as chosen by the coach- 
es in the Elite 8. 

Life in Sarasota was much 
more lax than that of life in 
Myrtle Beach, where last 
year’s national tournament 
was held. Last time, they had to 
stay with the coaches at a dif- 
ferent location, and there was 
minimal interaction with fami- 
ly. There is no doubt being with 
the family raised the comfort 
level among the players, and 
comfort always pays off on the 
field. 

The players come from all dif- 
ferent towns, but the bonds cre- 
ated on the field far exceed that 
of town boundaries. 

“The chemistry is great,” said 
Morlani, “We are all best 
friends and we hang out off the 
field.” 

Wallace had an almost identi- 
cal response stating, “We are 
all best friends. We hang out 
together and chemistry really 
isn’t a factor. This is something 
I'm going to remember for the 
rest of my life.”

I believe that given the choice, 
these boys would have played 
out the season, and played 
hard. Possibly the parents of 
these boys will consider this in 
the future, before making deci- 
sions which they believe affect 
just their own child.

CAPE ELIZABETH, Maine 
Gilbert Okari won in convine- 
ing fashion for his third 
straight title and Lornah 
Kipligat kept her unbeaten 2005 
season intact in the eighth edi- 
tion .of the TD Banknorth 
Beach to Beacon 10K Road 
Race on Saturday in Cape 
Elizabeth. 

Okari and Kipligat are the two 
hottest road racers in the world 
right now, and they proved why 
on a gorgeous, sun-filled morn- 
ing in Maine. Okari of Kenya 
and Kipligat of the Netherlands 
dominated their competitors 
along the winding, ocean-hug- 
ging, 6.2-milé course:

Like the mythical phoenix rising from the ashes, the west coast 
of Thailand is slowly rising from the chaos and destruction left in 
the wake of December's tsunami that inundated much of southwest 
Asia under tons of Indian Ocean water. One of the first people on 
the scene to give aid to the victims and help in the clean-up was 
Walter Kopek, who along with his wife, Somsong, splits his time 
between a home in Stoneham and one in Bangkok. 

The couple is still very much involved with the relief efforts. 
During their time in the states they have been promoting the work 
of the Duang Prateep Foundation and its ally in this country, the 
Flame of Hope Foundation ’ 

“Since we've come back,” Kopek said, “we've helped the Duang 
Prateep Foundation ship t-shirts and purses (made by tsunami sur- 
vivors). Most of them are going to the Flame of Hope Foundation.” 

The items all. have pictures drawn by the orphaned children in 
the hardest hit-areas and the money raised from their sale goes 
directly back to Thailand to help build schools and shelters for 
these children, All of the items have been brought into this country 
with the help of Samsong's import/export business. 

“We've imported about 11,000 individual items,” Kopek reported. 
We will be selling some at Town Days in Melrose and Stoneham and 
at Oasis Book Store in Stoneham,” 

The story behind the manufacture of these products is as com- 
pelling as the story of the tsunami disaster. Kopek and Somsong 
had been on holiday along the west coast of Thailand just one 
month before the tsunami hit in December of 2004 

On the day the tsunami hit, Kopek was surfing the web from his

“I called the Prime Minister's office in Bangkok,” Kopek said 
“The’’ told us to show up at a military airport (for transport to 
Phang Nga Province).” 

Somsong had to accompany her husband to the airport because 
of his limited ability to speak the Thai language. Between the two 
of them, he was able to hook up with a.doctor who was on his way 
to Phang Nga and offered Kopek a place to stay 

On arrival, Kopek was put to work with crews helping Thai sol 
diers load bodies into the back of trit 

“After that I gota real quick lesson in forensics” Kopek said. 
“The chief medical examiner took several doctors and other people 
and taught us what to do.” 

Because of the state of decomposition the bodies were in, the 
forensics that could be done was very basic. The teams wer (aught 
how to identify the sex of the victim and whether he or lie had 
been of Asian or non-Asian nationality 

They also recorded any tattoos, jewelry or other markings that 
might help identify who the body was. Hair samples were also 
taken to help in identification through DNA testing. 

“We were up there for three to four days,” Kopek recalled

A testing track for robots 
will be created, the result of 
a recent unanimous Planning 
Board vote which approved a 
site plan for 33 Second Ave., 
one of two buildings which 
house the iRobot business,” 
notes the Burlington edition 
of the "Daily Times 
Chronicle." 

“This is a company which 
recently received national 
publicity due to its develop- 
ment of a circular robot (not 
the four-limbed, ‘Lost in 
Space’ type), a machine 
which can clean carpets and 
floors on its own.

returned to Bangkok, he started working with the Foundation to 


help the children who had been left as orphans as a result of the 
devastation. 

One of the projects was a day care center where the children 
were brought to give them shelter and try to return normalcy to 
their young lives. A part of the program was art therapy groups 
that worked with the children by having them draw pictures of the 
tsunami and the wreckage left behind. 

Along with some other people, Kopek started developing the 
idea to take the art work created by the children and have it trans- 
ferred onto cloth. The next step was to provide adults with sewing 
machines and other equipment needed to make the cloth transfers 
into t-shirts and tote bags.

production work. The result is the products now being sold through 
the Flame of Hope Foundation to raise money for the rebuilding of 
the homes, schools and villages in the area. 

According to the Kopeks, 800 to 900 people were orphaned as a 
result of the tsunami. In all it is estimated that 5,400 people were 
killed and some 2,800 people are still listed as missing. 

Aside from the day care centers, Duang Prateep is also devel- 
oping plans to build an orphanage to provide night-time shelier for 
the homeless children. 

“There is no place for the orphaned children to sleep,” Kopek 
said. “They stay in the day care centers and temporary housing, 
but that temporary housing gets flooded every night and day dur- 
ing the rainy season.” 

He added, “The temporary housing is basically a cinder block 
Dutch oven that floods.” 

He also noted that the owners of the lands where the temporary 
housing was built are petitioning the government to get their lands 
back. 

“The government is trying to help people rebuild their house and 
clean-up the mess,” Somsong said 

Kopek said, “The biggest issue now is that aid is not getting to 
the people who need it most.” 

He noted that the smaller non-government organizations are 
doing an adequate job of getting help directly to the people, 
However, the larger organizations seem to be * 
own administration.” 

Another problem is getting aid to the Mogans. These are a band 
of gypsy fishermen who carry no government identification and 
are therefore not recognized by the government organizations. 

In one case, the Kopeks helped one family with enough money 
to get their small fishing boat re-equipped and ready to set sail for 
fishing expeditions. 

Missionaries are reaching out to those Mogan's willing to join 
whatever religion they represent, In these cases Kopek notes that 
the Mogans receive the help and then go on their way 

According to Somsong, the Thai people will survive the tragedy 
because of their family values. Extended families are reaching out 
to help each other. 

However, more help is needed from the outside. Kopek notes that 
people who contribute to Flame of Hope and/or Duang Prateep can 
be assured that every dollar, whether from the sale of the tee-shirts 
and tote bags or from outright donations, is going directly to those 
victims that need it most

Winchester conducts study 


WINCHESTER — The 
School Committee intends 
to ask fall Town Meeting 
for about $50,000 from the 
Building Stabilization Ac- 
count to fund a demo- 
graphic study and high 
school work. 

The demographic study 
is to be used in the process 
of deciding which elemen- 
tary school should be next 
to be renovated. 

Meanwhile, looking fur- 
ther into the future, the 
School Committee and ad- 
ministration wants to begin 
moving the: discussion 
about Winchester High 
School from the theoretical 
to the practical. Superinten- 
dent James Marini said 
that while it is clear any 
major renovation or re- 
placement of the high 
school is years away, the 
process must continue mov- 
ing forward. 

To that end the School 
Committee is expected to 
seek funding for a geologi- 
cal study and to hire an ar- 
chitect for a feasibility 
study which would help de- 
cide whether it will be best 
to renovate the high school 
or build a new one 

To make that decision 
the town needs to know 
whether building a new 
school on Ciarcia Field 
(Skillings Field) adjacent 
to the present high school is 
feasible. That 1s the reason 
for the geologic analysis, 
Marini said. 

The money will be about 
how much? And will come 
from the What? Which is? 

The demographic study 
is to project the likely 
school-aged population in 
the near future, and how 
those projections could im- 


pact the elementary school 
capacity 

Chairman of the Educa- 
tional Facilities Planning 
Board Committee Bob 
Deering said the next ele- 
mentary school to be con- 
sidered for renovation 
should be either Vinson- 
Owen in the West Side of 
Winchester or the Muraco 
off Washington Street be- 
cause they are most in need 
of repairs. 

The administration said 
it is seeing a rise in pre- 
school population rates so 
consideration for a pre- 
school wing should be fac- 
tored into the decision 
about the next renovated 
elementary school 

Even though a decision 
about the high school will 
not be made for a few years 
Superintendent James 
Marini said that he would 
like to see the process move 
along "from studies to 
Zoals, milestones and time- 
ines." 

The School Committee 
thinks that Ciarcia Field 
will be the best place to 
build a new high school if 
that is possible. The geo 
logical study will determine 
if a new high school would 
be possible on Ciarcia Feld 
and if not whether there

-Opening eyed for 2006

WOBURN - The last day of classes normally carries 
a school district er an almost unnatural summer 
calm, but the city’s school administration spent these 
past few months in frenzied activity. 

Overseeing the construction of the new Woburn Me- 
morial High School, prepping tor the elimination of 
one-bus route at a busy elementary school, and search- 
ing for a fix to a facility’s leaky roof — and all while 
gearing up for a multi-building construction project — 
this summer has been anything but quiet for local edu- 
cation and city officials. 

According to the city’s School Building Committee, 
the $68 million construction project at the New Woburn 
Memorial High School remains on schedule and within 
budget, despite some suggestions to the contrary. 

Giving an overall assessment of the construction ac- 
tivity thus far at the new high school site, Brook Tri- 
vas, the city’s representative from ceee Architects, 
concluded that the progress at the facility couldn’t be 
better. 

“Big picture, we’re doing just about as well as we 
could be at this point,” Trivas announced at a recent 
School Building Committee meeting. 

According to Municipal Building Consultant Presi- 
dent Patrick Saitta, a contractor hired as the new 
WMHS construction manager, he has never seen a 
building project hover so tightly to its budget schedule 


Elaborating on that claim, Saitta pointed to the fact 
that as of this July, the city has spent about half of the 
funding allocated for the estimated $68.4 million pro- 
ject. Mirroring that figure, the new WMHS currently 
stands about 52 percent complete, meeting the con- 
struction timetable for a 2006 opening date. 

“The high school at this point is 52 percent com- 
plete. We conclude that it’s on schedule and at 
budget,” said Saitta. 

As the giant hulk of a building continues to fit more 
and more of its:components together for a 2006 opening 
date, Woburn Mayor John Curran happily acknowl- 
edged the city’s receipt of a $10.9 million reimburse- 
ment check from the Massachusetts School Building 
Authority (MSBA) for the district’s completion of 
three previous school construction projects. 

Utilizing the funds to pay off the city’s short-term 
debt and part of the bonds taken out for the work, the 
Mayor and school officials continue developing an am- 


bitious plan to commence a multi-school construction 
project once the MSBA lifts its moratorium on new de- 
velopments. 

“We wouldn’t move ahead until then [the official re- 
instatement of the SBA program],” the Mayor said af- 
ter pitching the plan to several of the state agency’s 
officials. “But if we're able to secure funding from 
other sources, that will be a way for us to move ahead. 
And we're looking at all the options. Our biggest con- 
cern right know is that construction prices keep grow- 
ing.” 

Aptording to School Committee member Joseph 
Crowley“Wwho sits on the Resource Utilization subcom- 
mittee — and thus meets regularly with city and 
school officials on the district's parity plan — the pro- 
posal to build multiple schools at once seems the best 
way to achieve equality among Woburn's aging 
schools. 

With the parity plan aimed at finding the quickest 
and least expensive way to replace the aging infra- 
structure at the six remaining elementary schools, the 
reasons for that quest was underscored by news of a 


leaky roof atthe Wyman Elementary School.

Looking back, first year 
of Batchelder School 


relocation a success

NORTH READING - The 
first year of the two-year 
relocation of North Reading's 
Batchelder School communi- 
ty is historyand in less than 
a month students, faculty and 
parents will return for the 
start of another term. 

Looking back, it’s pleas- 
antly surprising that the relo- 
cation process went on with- 
out a hitch, despite what many 
had anticipated. 

In fact, at a recent North 
Reading School Committee 
meeting, it was noted that of 
all five schools in town, it was 
the Batchelder School that was 
“heard from the least” throu- 
ghout the 2004-2005 school year 
and most would agree that 
that's a-good thing. 

After years of delay and 
controversy, North Reading 
voted $18.5 million for a total 
renovation, reconstruction and 
expansion of the Batchelder 
School, the town’s oldest which 
is located in the center of 
town. 

Due to the massive scope 
of the work, it was necessary 
to vacate the school for two 
full years while construction 
crews construct the new and 
improved Batchelder School 
the original location. 

“Looking back, this has 
been a huge success,” said 
School Committee Chairman 
Gerald Venezia. 


In the summer of 2004, the 
old* Batchelder School was 
emptied and transported to 
the Central School in Stone- 
ham, which is North Reading 
is leasing for the duration of 
the construction process. 

In order to avoid confu- 
sion, the school also took it’s 
name along with it during the 
move, turning the rented 
school building into the Bat- 
chelder School in Stoneham. 

Teachers, parents and 
school department staff all 
pitched-in to make the move 
possible. Principal Sean 
Killeen scheduled a commu- 
nity day for parent volunteers 
who gave the classrooms a 
fresh coat of paint. 

In addition to the parents, 
the community day proved a 
huge success largely through 
the efforts of Moynihan Lum- 
ber, which donated the paint, 
along with Goddard's Paint- 
ing Service, which donated the 
man-power. 

Last year’s smooth transi- 
tion was a credit to all, ac- 
cording to Venezia. And now, 
with the school community 
settled in to the temporary 
facility, he anticipates a sec- 
ond successful year. 

The adjustment to the tem- 
porary school building was 
aided, according to Killeen, 
by the fact that the students en- 
joy the gymnasium and other 
facilities at the Stoneham

that vould be used. 

School Committee Chair- 
man Kathleen Badie said, 
"We could be in a situation 
where you might want to 
build a new high school, but 
there is just no place to put 
it: . 

If a new high school is 
not a possibility then an ar- 
chitect could draw up plans 
for renovation of the exist- 
ing building. 

If the decision is to reno- 
vate the high school other 
choices are likely to follow. 
Will it be possible to reno- 
vate the school while stu- 
dents are in the building? If 
not — where will the stu- 
dents go during renovation? 

Other questions need to 

be answered such a cost 
analysis of new construc- 
tion versus renovation, and 
how long would a major 
renovation take as opposed 
to’ putting up a new build- 
ing. 
"It's a huge decision for 
the town," Marini said at 
the School Committee meet- 
ing. 

Marini said, as other ad- 
ministrators have pointed 
out in the past; it is a com- 
bination of factors that has 
led the town to face such 
expensive problems. Basi- 
cally, many of the buildings 


in Winchester and around 
the state have reached the 
end of their uséful life. In 
addition, the typical re- 
sponse to Proposition 2 1/2 
was to defer building main- 
tenance. 

If Town Meeting votes to 
fund the demographic 
study, geologic analysis 
and feasibility study then 
each will proceed and a de- 
tailed timeline will be de- 
veloped for the completion 
of the next elementary 
school and for a new or 
renovated high school.

Opting against an expensive capital project, school 
officials decided this summer to repair the slate roof 
through an inexpensive patch-up job. 

Admitting that the temporary fix isn’t the ideal way 
to deal with the problem — which has resulted in wa- 
ter collecting in-between some of the school’s walls — 
School Commiitee member Joseph Crowley explained 
that the city simply can’t afford a complete roof over- 
haul. 

“Basically, all we can do at this point is patch it up 
and try to get through this year. So we're going to 
grind it out and see if the mayor can get a couple 
bucks for us,” Crowley said 

“It's very aggravating,” added the School Commit- 
tee member, an outspoken opponent of annual “patch- 
work” repairs instead of “fix-all” capital projects that 
solve the problem once and for all. “You're just 
throwing money away. But you also need to make 
sure that tiles aren’t going to fall on anybody or that 
mold isn't going to grow.” 

Discovering water damage in-between several of 
the aging school’s walls last spring, school mainte- 
nance crews originally feared that the festering mois- 
ture had led to the growth of mold. 

However, during the School Committee's last meet- 
ing of the 2005 school year, Business Manager Joe Elia 
announced that environmental testing of the area had 
revealed some rot, but no mold development 

With his hands already full with the Wyman roof, 
Elia is. similarly dealing with the elimination of a bus 
route from the elementary school this upcoming school 
year. 

Running a “dry run” to observe the school com- 
mute’s traffic flow in ‘the area without the bus, police 
and school officials were encouraged by the exercise. 

According to the Business Manager, traffic patterns 
at the local school flowed well during the practice test, 
which was scheduled to identify potential problems 
with the increased vehicular flow at the building’s 
drop-off and pick-up zones before next year’s school 
year.

Three ongoing construction 
projects keep Reading busy

READING - The School 
Committee recently received a 
report by representatives from 
Ai3, the project management 
firm overseeing the three ongo- 
ing school construction pro- 
jects in the town of Reading 
The following is a summary of 
the highlights of the reports on 
construction of a new high 
school, renovation of the Bar 
rows Elementary School, and 
the finishing touches being 
placed on the new Wood End 
Elementary School 


Reading Memorial High 
School 


Work on the new lacrosse 


* field has been completed. The 


goal posts and an ‘add players’ 
bench area have been installed. 
The fencing of the perimeter of 
the field is complete except for 
the relocation of the players’ 
gate at the bench area. The 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department is planning on 
lighting the field in the near 
future. 

The progress of the stadium 
field is on schedule. The 
drainage, stone layer, and chok: 
er course have all been set to 
grade. Pressbox construction is 
ongoing, with Cornerstone 
Masonry erecting the CMU 
walls. The structural steel for 
the site is there and was erect- 
ed at the end of July. i 

The A and D buildings are 
in the final stage of completion. 

The school administration 
and facilities department exe 
cuted a complex and time-sen: 
sitive move of offices, furniture 
and fixtures without any prob: 
lems. 

The transition from Phase I 
to Phase II is a major mile 
stone for the high school pro- 
ject. Many inspections, reviews, 
certifications, and approvals 
are currently underway, but all 
items are on schedule for a 
timely transition and occupan- 
cy. The new stadium is also on 
schedule for completion, and 


the new three-story academic 
wing will be available for occu 
pancy in the fall of 2005. 

The total project budget for 
RMHS remains at $55,144,752, 


coming at $22,168,776.96, or 40.2 


percent of the total budget 


Barrows Elementary 
School 


The contractors has been 
working in recent weeks on 
final items required for inspec- 
tions and acceptance of the 
new and renovated sections of 
Barrows. The site subcontrac- 
tors work on the site ramps, 
walks, and curbing is now com- 
plete. The landscaping, planti- 
ng and grasswork as also been 
conducted 

A roofing contractor worked 
on the gutters and rain conduc- 
tors recently in preparation for 
a final inspection in accor- 
dance with the warranty for 
the roof system 

The new elevator work has 
been completed and the HVAC, 
electrical, plumbing and sprin- 
kler systems are being 
installed 

New furniture has been sent 
to the school, as well as furni- 
ture that is being moved back 
to the site from the Wood End 
School (students who attend 
the Barrows School attended 
class at the new Wood End 
School during the 2004-2005 
school year, while the renova- 
tion work at Barrows was ongo- 
ing) 

The total project budget for 
the Barrows renovation work 
remains at $8,284,153.68, and 
the total project expenditure to 
date is $6,874,089.53, or approxi- 
mately 83 percent of the total 
budget. 


Wood End Elementary 
School 


A group of residents and 
town officials, working togeth- 
er, have compiled a list of pro 
posed improvements and regu- 
lations to alleviate traffic prob 
lems at the Wood End Elemen: 
tary School 

The Wood End Working 
Group, as it was known, includ 
ed many residents that live in 
and around the school, Town 
Manager Peter Hechenbleikner, 
Selectman Joe Duffy, Superin- 
tendent of Schools Pat Schetti- 
ni, and other school depart 
ment and town personnel. The 
group developed a list of over- 
all guidelines, evaluated pro- 
posals, made recommenda- 


tions, and conducted a survey 
of the parents of students who 
will attend the school during 
the 2005-2006 school year. 

The following is a list of 
items that the group agreed 
needs to be accomplished: 

*Access to the school should 
be from as many points as pos- 
sible, thereby dispersing the 
impact of school access among 
as many neighborhoods as 
practical; 

«Additional parking on site 
is a priority; 

*The commitment made 
when the school was approved 
was that there would be no 
through traffic at the site, 
except for when deemed neces- 
sary by public safety vehicles 
and public works vehicles 
(such as snow plows); 

*The school administration 
needs to work on a methodolo- 
gy to manage student pick-up 
and drop-off, and examples of 
how other school districts have 
achieved this were given to the 
School Department to look 
over. 

The following proposed con: 
struction items were also dis- 
cussed, and the following items 
have already been funded and 
will be under construction this 
season 

Additional parking spaces 
on site. A plan has been 
approyed and is under con- 
struction, which will increa 
the number of parking spaces 
on site. The $30,000 project is 
being conducted by the town's 
DPW, with the funds coming 
from the school department. It 
will be completed by the start 
of the 2005-2006 school year. 

¢Flashing ‘school” signs 
with a built-in speed board will 
be installed on Franklin Street 
at the location of existing 
school zone signs (at a cost of 
$10,000) 

*The group determined a 
list of several areas near the 
school that would be improved 
through the creation of side- 
walks, but only two locations 
are currently being funded - 
the north side of Franklin 
Street from Sunset Rock Lane 
to William Road (a distance of 
926 feet at an estimated cost of 
$56,000), and the north side of 
Franklin Street from Sunset 
Rock Lane to Fox Run Lane (a 
distance of 672 feet at an esti- 
mated cost of $41,000).

BURLINGTON — The 
Burlington Public Schools 
will have a new face on the 
opening of schools in the 


presence of Karen Ricker- . 


hauser at the Memorial 
School. 

The Memorial School is 
an elementary school lo- 
cated on Winn Street oppo- 
site the Marshall Simonds 
Middle School. 

Burlington High School 
may also be more notice- 
able in the weeks ahead: a 
new electronic sign has 
been discussed for the 
highly-visible entranceway 
on Cambridge Street. 

Also, the Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. James Pi 
cone will be in his three 
year of a three-year con- 
tract, with a raise to 
$135,000 per year and the 
School Committee has ex- 
pressed an interest in early 
negotiations on a new 
agreement with Dr. Picone. 

The schools also face a 
number of issues, including 
a facilities master plan that 
should come forward some 
time in late August. Air 
quality at secondary 
schools is also an issue and 
being addressed. 

Picone signed got his 
last vote in May 2003 and 
signed four months later. 
However, ‘there is a notifi- 
cation clause in his con- 
tract: Picone must inform 
the School Committee at 
least four months in ad- 
vance of his leaving his 
post. 

Also included in Picone’s 
pact is an automatic rollo- 
ver clause, i.e. if the super- 
intendent is not notified of 
a decision to terminate by 
the School Committee by 
the end-of the third year, 
the pact automatically rolls 
over into a fourth year. 

On Rickerhauser, two 
weeks ago, Dr. Picone in- 
troduced the new Memorial 
School principal at a School 
Committee meeting by say- 
ing, “I think the parents of 
Memorial students will be 
very pleased when they 
hear her credentials.”
